Cataracts Witt No( Respond to Any 


Rind of Medication Applied to 


Eyes 


'the term, "cataract," refers to a con- 


dition in which the lens of the eye 
hwortiea clouded. The leiw is a cry* 
stalline substance, is used to focus 
light on the back of th* eye. A 
cataract is not a film growing acnfcss 
the «$4. It is a physical change In 
,th* tissue which is like tjie frosting 
of a clear windowglass. 


In surgical treatment of cataract, 


the lews is removed. It becomes nec- 
,essary, therefore, to wear eye-glass- 
es which heh> to focus the light pro- 
perly on the retina at the back o£ the 
ere, after an operation. 


For many years all sorts of so-called 


medical treatments, for cataract.have 
been promoted; to thef public. Today, 
peqgle do not fear operations as much 
asr they? used! to, but nowadays medi- 
cine; advances' so rapidly , and there 
ater so Many remarkable discoveries 
that, people are inclined to be even 
more credulous than they used to be. 


Dr.. Allen Greenwood has pointed 


out that about 40 years ago. electri- 
city and various kinds'of shocks were 
being used to make people with cat- 
aracts think they were seeing bet- 
ter. Some charlatans drop drugs in- 
to the. eye to dilate the pupil. Then 
the patient sees around the cataract 
and thinks that his vision is improv- 
ing'. But, of course, the dilation wears 
off, and the patient realizes that 
he lias been victimized. 


Today it can be said with certain- 


ty that no one is able to cure a 
cataract with drops or with medica- 
ments applied to the eye. Usually, the 
person who is teated in this man- 
ner is given some good medical ad- 
vice about his diet and living, which 
tends to make him feel better. 


Frequently-the eyeglasses can be 


changed to advantage during the time 
when the pateint is making up his 
mind to have an operative procedure. 
There is an advantage in having- the 
patient come regularly for inspection 
so that the progress of the cataract 
can be determined. It is no desirable, 
however, for a patient with a cataract 
to wait until he has become comple- 
tely, blind before having an operation. 


There is no evidence that any of 
ihe vitamins now know is specific 
in stopping the growth and develop- 
ment of a cataract or in curing one. 


The rate at which the cloudiness in- 


creases varies with every patient. Some 
times there may be a little cloudinesr 
which .will remain static for years be- 
fore it becomes sufficient, to cause 
real distress.
